General Agents. 
It was early apparent to the Managers, that 
their Western Missions, mustneceesarily be suppli- 


’ ed with provisions, and other heavy articles, from 


the banks of the Ohi and its tributary waters. It 
was also apparent, that Agents must be selected at 


soine favourable spot, to receive the contributions | 


of our Western Brethren; to purchase supplies 
when necessary; and to transmit the whole, when 
required, to our Missionary Stations. 
were, therefore, given to the Superintendent and 
Assistant of their frst Mission, to keep this subject 
in view on their passage from Pittsburgh to the 
Mississipy-i,and to advise the board as to the best 
location for a general depository, and the most 
suitable persons to be entrusted with the agency. 
In accordance with these instructions, our Mission- 
aries, in a letter of the 30th of June, recommend- 
ed, in the warmest terms, the appointment of John 
F. Keys, and Robert Boal, junr. Esqrs. of Concin- 
These Gentlemen were accordingly ap. 
pointed ; and, we have the pleasure to add, they 
have cheerfully accepted the agency, and already 
executed repeated orders to the entire satisfaction 
of the Board, 

During the last summer, two or three letters 
were received, mentioning that donations in cloth- 
ing and in money would soon be ready for our use, 
end inquiring for the nearest Agent, to whom they 
could be transmitted. It became, therefore, ob- 
viously expedient, that agents for receiving similar 
donations should be appointed in various parts of 
the country. More than one hundred were ac- 
cordingly selected; many of whom have kindly ac- 
cepted the office, and already rendered important 
assistance. To Robert Ralston and, AJexander 
Henry, Esquires, of Philadelphia, and to the Rev. 
Francis Herron, and Michael Allen, Esq. of Pitts- 
burgh, the Board are under peculiar obligations. . 

In the course of the winter, information was 
communicated to the Managers, inducing the hope, 
that, if suitable Agents were appointed in the Wes- 
tern District of this State, provisions of various 
kinds would be contributed, sufficient in quantity to 
supply the Missionary Stations at the Tuscarora, 
and Seneca Villages. About forty Gentlemen, of 
respectable standing in that quarter of the country, 
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Receipts, Expenditures, and Resources.

The Managers are happy to state that the funds 
with which they have been furnished during the 
past year, have been fully commensurate with the 
extent and magnitude of their operations. They 
also indulge the hope, that their future sapplies 
from the same sources will be rather augmented 
than diminished.

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mindful of the fact, that, should they continue tof 
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fied for their present oecupation, in the Missionary 
Schools. . 

Our limits will not admit a more particular 
statement of the transactions of these Institutior s. 
We cannot, however, omit to remark, that they are 
generally conducting their operations with exem 
plary energy & with encouraging eucces. They are

climes, and spreading the light of a preached gos- 
‘pel among many of the benighted nations ef the 
earth. Through their instrumentality, thousands 
on every continent, having abandoned their pagan 
worship and embraced the religion of the cross, 
are now submitting to its authority, enjoying its 
‘consolations, and cherishing its hopes ;— and the 
lIslands of the Sea, are, successively, casting their 
{idols into the flames, and «pressing to their hearts 
j the tidings of a Saviour’s Love. 

The following extract of a letter from the Rev. 
Dr. Burder, Secretary of the Londen Missionary 
\Society, expressing the most friendly feelings te. 
ward this, and other Missionary stations in this 
country, will be heard with interest :— 

“The directors. of the London Society feel a 
high degree of satisfaction and delight in witness- 
ing the zeal of their transatlantic Brethren, in the 
glorious, but long-peglected cause of Missious.— 
They rejoice, that s9 many scocietics in England 
and in America, are ‘striving together for the 
faith of the Gospel, and are labouring with so much 
ardour, andso much encouragement, in the hea- 
venly work. 

* You will rejoice to find that the London Socie- 
ty is well supported in its great and increasing ex- 
penditure, by the continued and angmenting libe- 
ruity of the British public ; and that in various 
paris of the world, ‘the arm of the Lord hath been 
revealed,’ and the report of the Gospel cordially 
believed. The profession of Christianity is fast 
spreading, and more than a few appear to be suv- 
ingly converted to God. 

“ These are strong and powerful arguments for 
renewed activity. Happy are we, Dear Sir, in be- 
ing made instrumental'in forwarding the conver- 
sion of the Heathen. Wappy are we, that we live 
in such an age as the present! O, what would 
our pious progenitors have given, to witness such 
events as are daily occurring to us ! They labour- 
ed, and they suffered ; we labour, and we enjoy— 
enjoy the fruit, not only of our own labours, but of 
their labours and sufferings also, ‘To God, our Sa- 
viour, be glory in the hihest.” 

It was mentioned in a former Report that a cor- 
respondence had been opened with a number of 
gentlemen, on the expediency of sending Missiona- 
ries to South America. A letter on this subject 
was lately received from Henry Hill, Esq. Ameri- 
can Consul, at Valparaiso. In this letter Mr. Hill 
expresses the opimion that “ prudent Missionaries 
would meet with no molestation in passing as tra 

vellers, through the proviaces of Buenos Ayres 
gad Chili.” He also suggests that two or three in- 
telligent agents, if sent to those provinces at the 
present time, might explore the territory, cbtain

Conclusion. 

On a review of the facts now presented, your 
Managers discover much to excite their gratitude, 
and to stimulate to future exertion. In every 
stage of their progress through the last year, they 
recognise the guidance of a superintending and 
vounipetent hand. To no other cause, can they 
ascribe the unexpected extensioa of their operca- 
tions ; or the correspondent gugmentation of their 
resources. To po other source, can. they trace 
the circumstance, that a number of Heathen Chiefs 
should have wa.desed two thousand wiles from 
the Western Wilderness, to obfain for their 
Sribe the benefit of religious Lostruction ; oc, 
that whea Christian ‘Peachers were thus required, 
more than ope hundred should have promply soli- 
cited the privilege ef conveying “ the Message of 
Mercy,” to those benighted and perishing pagans.

he will. The silver and the gold are his; and 
when his designs are to be accomptished, the in-

LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The Annual Meeting of tire London Missionary 
Society on the 10th ult. was enlivened by the pre-

between me and the Governor. Farquhar, which

“Mr. Jones, your missionary, having satisfied 
me that those sent eut by your Society have no 
other object than to enlighten the people by per- 
suasion and conviction, and to discover to them 
the means cf becoming happy by evangelizing and 
civilizing them after the manner of European na- 
tions ; and this not by force, contrary ‘to the light 
of their understandings ; therefore, gentlemen, I 
request you to send me, if cobvénient, as many 
missionaries as you may deem® proper, together 
with their families, if they desire it, provided you 
send skilful artisans to make my people workmen 
as well as good Christians. 


' “Tavail myself of this opportunity, gentlemen, 
to ‘promise all the protection, the safety, the res- 
pect and the tranquillity, which missionaries may 
require from my subjects. 

“The missionaries who are particularly needed 
at present are persons who are able to instruct my 
people in the Christian religion, and in various

A SOLEMN WARNING TO YOUTH. 


It is a lamentable truth that multitudes, and es- 
pecially of youth, who enjoy the light of the gos- 
pel, and who are rationally convinced of its truth 
and importance, are living from day to day, and 
from year to year, in the careless neglect of reli- 
gion; and are putting off to some uncertain hereaf- 
ter, that preparation for death to which they are 
so frequently urged. They do not resolve that 
they will never make religion a subject of their 
earnest attention; they would sbudder at the 
thought of doing this, But they put off the matter 
for the present, because an attention to the self 
denying duties of religion is incompatible with 
those vain recreations and pursuits to: which their 
hearts are so much inclined. Against pursuing 
such a course there are many solemn warnings in 
the divine word; and often does God in his provi- 
dence set before them fhe folly and danger of the 
course they are pursuing. 

Some are cut down by a sudden stroke of death 
without any previous warning. Some are, on their 
death bed; deprived of their senses, and of course 
of opportunity to repent, and prepare to meet their 
God. Others, in the full exercise of their reason, 
and sensible of their approaching dissobution, are 
filled with anguish, dismay and terror, and are 
reluctantly found to Ieave the world without hope. 
A very painful and aflecting instance of this was 
witnessed by the writer not many months since, 
which it is his wish to improve us a warning to 
others.

Lathyrus Latiflorus, or everlasting sweet Pea — 
A plant of this kind, nine years old, cultivated by 
James Little, of Aurelius, N, Y. is thus described; 
The plant was transplanted when a year old into a 
rich soi}, and commonly kept fee from weeds, but 
not manured, The vines the last summer measur- 
ed thirty-eight feet in circumference, round ,the 
plant, and produced 14,764 peas. After the peas 
were collected, the vincs were in a fine green state 
ofcultivation, They were cut, and weighed 22 
pounds, and were given to cattle, and eaten ‘as 
freely as green clover. Frequent cutting or close 
feeding will not injure the plant, as the vines pro- 
ceed from the crown of the root, from two to four 
inches below the surface. «The green leaves re. 
ceive no injury from the winter frost, and would af 


‘ford fine fresh; feed at any time when the snow 


would not prevert.. This plant was long since re- 


promising“to atiord large crops of hay and yasture. 
A plant ofthis kind, four years old, produced at one 
cutting 14 pounds of green vines.—/lough Boy.

To the Hon. the General Assembly of the State 
of North Carolina. 


Gentiemen—lI hereby tender you my resigna~ 
tion of the office of Major General of the militia 
ot North Carolina 

_ On this occasion I beg ieave to offer to your 
View some considerations in regard to the militia, 
which I deem of much importance to the best in- 
terest of the community. 

Exertions to discipline: the militia have been 
perseveringly made fur thirty years. Instructions 
have been given and penalties inflicted. Laws 
and regulations have multiplied without end-— 
Every where men of zeal and talent, impelled by 
the powerful motives of puplic interest, and in- 
dividaal distinction, have affurded their aid—~and 


what has been the result? The militia are now, 


in poivt of efficiency, eszactly as they were when 
these mighty cffurts commenced, and thirty years 
more of éxperience will only go to preve, that the 


into the machinery which constitutes the eflicien- 
cy cfa regular army. Nor is it, in my opinion, in 
any point cf view desirable that it should be— 


will for ever attest that the ardour of patriotism, 
and the regard for individual! character, that is so 
dear to honourable minds, will give an impetus to 
a militia force that will overwhelm the frigid or- 
der of regular troops. If wartare is protracted, 
discipline will in due time supply the place of this 
resistless but transient ardour. And [hazard no- 
thing by the assertion, that one week in actual 
service will do more for discipline than the whole 
life of a man who is dragged from his family half 
a dozen times a year to expose his health to the 
elements, his awkwardness to the public gaze, and 
his morals to the contamination of electioncering 
treats. 

If no real good is effected, are no positive evils 
produced ? Fifty thousand men drawn away from 
their homes and occupations, six times in the year, 
deduct from the useful business of life, labour 
that is worth, at a moderate estimate, one hun- 
dred and fifiy thousand dollars! In other words, 
the industry of North Carolina is annually taxed 
one hundred and a thousand dollars for an un- 
altainable object. No substantial benefits are ob- 
tained, and the injury inflicted upon property and 
morals is incalculable. 

I would therefore take the liberty respectfully 
to recommend, as a measure eminently calculated 
to promote the public wea!, that the militia be re- 
stricted to muster but once in the year, and then

NOTICE TO DEBTORS TO THE UNITED 
STATES FOR PUBLIC LANDS. 

By the act of Congress, passed the 2d of March, 
entitled “An act for the relief of the purchasers of 
public lands pricr to the first day of July, 1820,” 
relief is to be extended to every person who pur- 
chased land, or is the legal holder of a certificate 
or certificates of lands prior to the first day of July, 
1820, where the tract or tracts so purchased and 
held by him have not been fully paid for, and were 
not forfeited on or before the 2d day of March last, 
upon the condition only that he shall, on or before 
the 30th day of September next, have signed and 
filed, with the Register of the Land Odice whiere 
the land was purchased, a declaration in writing 
expressing his consent to the provisions of the act, 
and shall have paid to the Register fifty cents for 
receiving, recording and filing the same. Persons 
holding lands, liable, by the laws under which they 
were purchased, to forfeiture, between the 2d day 
March last and the first day of October next, are 
within the provisions of the act, and on complying 
with the foregoing condition, will be entitled to the 
relief authorized by it. 

Of the relief authorized by the act. 
2, The interest which shall have accrued be- 
fore the 30th day of September next, upon any 
debt to the United States, for public land, is to be 
remitted. Thedebt of each person entitled to re- 
lief is then to be considered as consisting of the 
purchase money due, or to become due on the 
tract or tracts purchased orheld by him, and may

to complete the payment of the amount due, or to 
become due, on the whole or a part of the land 
not relinquished. 
_ §4. Second. By paying the amount due, or to be- 
come due, on each tract of land purchased or held 
by him, in eight, six, or four equal instalments, ac- 
cording as one-fourth, one-half, or three-fourths of 
the original price shall have been paid thereon. 

§5. Third. By paying, on or before the 30th 
day of September, 1822, the whole amount due or 
to become due on any tract of land purchased or 
held by him, at a deduction of thirty-seven and a 
hali per ceatum on said amount.
